One of the principal legends connect- 


ed with St. Patrick's altar stone, ac- 
cording to a writer in Donaboe's Maga- 
zine, i* called the "Legend'of the Leper 
and the Flagstone," This story runs as 
follows: When St Patrick was embark- 
ing for Ireland to enter upon bis mis- 
sion, a poor leper came to the seashore 
Justus the ship was about to weigh 
anchor and earnestly begged to be taken 
oo board. It is probable that he had 
beard something of the holiness of the 
saint aad the proofs of divine favor 
con- 


ferred upon him, and tbat deep within 
his inner consciousness there was bora 
a hope, vague at first, but gradually 
growing stronger, that in the company 
of St Patrick he might expect Borne 
amelioration cf bia pitiable condition. 
Something in the man appealed to the 
saint, \vho was so deeply touched by 
bis pleadings tbat he expressed a wish 
to have tho despised leper taken on 
board, bnt fear and prejudice had snch 
an influence over the sailors that they 
would not allow the Jeper on board, and 
the ship began to move ont while the 
afflicted man continued to plead from 
the beach. The saint took his altar 
stone and oast it oa the water within 
reach cf the leper, telling him to sit on 
it and remain perfectly quiet. Again 
was the faith cf the man shown, and 
as soon as he bad seated himself the 
stone began to move over the water. It 
followed immediately in the wake of 
tho ship sniil it reached the harbor of 
Wicklow, and the leper thus reached 
the shores of Erin in safety. St Patrick 
•gain took possession of the stone.

There has bt-eu a niarvekma stride iu 


the industrial world iu the last third of 
a century concerning arbitration. Much 
more progress has Uru made in Eiig- 


aud on the continent than in our 


own cccutry. Tho governments of Eu- 
rope as well a» her manufacturers aud 
capitalists have applied mote thought 
and action to the settlement cf labor 
disputes than we Americans have. Iu 
England there are not only tribunals cf 
arbitration created by law, but ail tbe 
great industrial sections have had tbeir 
own voluntary boards for years. Tiie 
Glasgow potters since 1860 have had 
their own board, three workingmen acd 
three manufacturers. This scheme has 
succeeded in 00 out of 100 cases. There 
are boards of a/bitratiuu iu the Staffcrd- 
ahire potteries, tbe Leicester hosiery 
trade, the iron trade of the north of 
England, the south Staffordshire iron 
trade, the Nottingham lace trade and 
every other important industry in Eng- 
land. France has her councils des prnd'- 
houimes (councils of wise men), which, 
although existing in some form since 
1293, were reorganized by the first Na- 
poleon at the request of the workingmen 
of liyona in 1806 in order to pnt an end by 
means of reconciliation to the disputes 
which arise daily between employers 
and workmen or between foremen aud 
workmen and apprentices. 


Thug the birth of arbitration can be 


located at Lyons. Similar councils were 
rapidly established in other trade cen- 
ters in 1807. They were established in 
Rouen and Nismes; in 1808 at Avignon, 
Carcasoune, Mnlhouse. Sedan, Tbicra 
and Troves; in 1809 and 1810 at Reims 
and Marseilles. In 1813 there were 27 
of these councils in France. They have 
developed wonderfully with marked 
success. In the early dfcj's, when strikes 
were frequent, they did much to satisfy 
the demands of tbe French workingmen. 
In 1847 there were 69 of these councils, 
and in that year they took jurisdiction 
of 19,271 disputes between employer 
and workmen. Of this number they ad- 
justed 17,951 by conciliation and arbi- 
tration. Of 28,000 disputes in 1850 
they settled 26,800. At the present 
time there are over 150 of these boards 
of arbitration, for tbat is what they are 
in France. The principal questions de- 
cided by these boards relate to wages, 
hours of labor and condition of employ- 
ment Belgium has a similar institu- 
tion. In Germany trade disputes are 
settled by statutory boards and also vol- 
untary tribunals created by tL3 various 
trades, in Italy there is a law providing 
for conciliation and arbitration. Tbe 
decrees of the Italian boards are euforci- 
ble by law, but subject to appeal.

in which solid idea* were more indis- 
pensable than today. They have been so 
indispensable for the lost 30 or 40 years 
that, because we have net bad them, 
we find ourselves in a ditch far deeper 
than that of the serfs or chattel slaves 
of old times. Eveu the average good 
and healthy black male adult was worth 
about 11,000 in cash 40 years ago. 
What is tbe value cf a healthy, strong 
male adult wage slave today? He is 
worth nothing, because we can let them 
starve by tbe thousand aud don't need 
to employ them at all. 


Reflect only at tbe folly that we may 


be able to fix the wages of tbe workers 
as long as they remain kicked out of 
the land in which they have to live and 
work. It could net be done before tbe 
problem of the unemployed became im- 
portant How is it going to be done 
when that problem U growing and is 
bound to grow because of tbe inevitable 
growti 
in inventions by which the 


average man become* lea* and lets in- 
dispensable to the average employer? 
Add to tbat the fact of leas and less 
employers being needed, a* shown by 
ttf second set of figure* we have given, 
which implies more and more men 
forced to beg for-labor from the fewer 
remaining employers, and what is tbe 
prospect for any consolidation of labor- 
ing men to dictate to their masters the 
wages they should pay? None whether 
as long aa those masters are backed and 
fortified wit>> the iniquity of land mo- 
nopoly, from which all other monopolies 
spring up. How can it be otherwise 
when no industries or commerce and 
no life, as wo know it, are possible with- 
out land, by which we mean tbe whole 
earth and not merely farm land or any- 
thing like it?

tbe whola zaar-;h of modern civiliza- 
tion—all 'hat is nothing but history, 
telling ns with tbe voice of thunder 
that the whole wage system must bo 
*wept out of existence if humanity ia to 
be anything but tb« laughing str-ek of 
the ang«l« and arcuaiigeia in heaven.

would have been a severe blow to many 
thousands of volunteer officers. — Chi- 
cago Record.

"Tbe Lima Nortnern railroad, from 


Columbus to Chicago, on which work 
ha* been commenced several timn, 
only to M abandoned, seems to be 
taking on a new lease of life. New 
articles of incorporation have been 
prepared and forwarded to Columbus. 
Some of oar leading business men are 
among tbe incorporation. It is tbe 
purpose to secure, if possible, the 
control of tbe old roadbed, and to 
>u§h a line of railway from tbe 
Atlantic coast clear through to Chi- 
cago ria the lake. 


"It is said tbat there is an abun- 


dance of money behind It and plenty 
of capital In sight for tbe work just 
as soon as tbe arrangements for the 
control of tbe old line can be made." 


B. 0. Faurot being oat of tbe city, 


the above dispatch was sbown to bis
